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Be alert over 
cash machine 
scams: police 


POLICE are warning residents 
to be on the alert after a cash 
machine was tampered with on 
Haverhill High Street. 

Police were called to the ATM 
at Lloyds Bank on the High Street 
at 6.23pm last Thursday after a 
member of the public saw two 
men acting suspiciously beside it. 

Officers then recovered a de¬ 
vice which had been attached to 
the cashpoint, and are pursuing 
investigations into what hap¬ 
pened. 

They are looking to track down 
two men they want to speak to in 
relation to the incident. They are 
described as white, in their 30s, 
with shaved heads. 

One of the men was wearing 
dark coloured shorts with a lime 
green puffer jacket. 

The other was wearing a dark 
blue puffer jacket. 

They both had a large build. 
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A spokesperson for Lloyds said: 
“We can confirm that police at¬ 
tended our Lloyds Bank branch 
in Haverhill last week following 
reports of a suspicious device at¬ 
tached to a cashpoint. 

“As this investigation is ongoing 
we are unable to provide any fur¬ 
ther details at this time. 

“We can reassure customers 
that such instances are rare and 
we have robust measures in place 
to ensure our cashpoints are se¬ 
cure and our customers are pro¬ 
tected. 

“If customers do spot anything 
unusual or suspicious at a cash¬ 
point, we ask them not to use it 
and to immediately notify their 
local branch or call our customer 
services team.” 


The cashpoint at the High 
Street is safe to use and is running 
as normal. 

A spokesperson for the police 
reiterated Lloyds Bank’s advice to 
notify the bank as well as the po¬ 
lice if you see people acting sus¬ 
piciously near a cash machine or 
believe one may have been tam¬ 
pered with.

Council condemns hate crime and promotes tolerance 


SUFFOLK County Council has 
condemned hate crime in light of a 
national rise in such incidents since 
the EU referendum.

Police said they had not had any 
reports of such incidents in the 
Flaverhill area.

Mum in plea for 
physio cash help 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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A WOMAN who was para¬ 
lysed from the neck down 
aged 22 is fundraising for 
physiotherapy so that she 
can her cuddle her daughter 
again. 

Toni Easson, now 28, was 
popping out for some ciga¬ 
rettes on New Year’s Day 
2010 when her car skidded 
on black ice and went into 
a house in Haverhill’s Shet¬ 
land Road. 

Doctors put her into an 
induced coma and she woke 
up three weeks later unable 
to move from the neck down. 
She had broken her neck in 
three places. 

She spent most of 2010 in 
hospital, moving from Ad- 
denbrooke’s in Cambridge 
to Stoke Mandeville Spinal 
Research Centre in Bucking¬ 
hamshire that April. 

Toni said: “Six years have 
passed and to be honest 
I didn’t really think about 
physio. I’ve got a 10-year-old 
daughter and I just got on 
with being a mum for her.” 

But this year, she decided

it was time to try physio and 
see if she could regain some 
movement in her arms. 

Toni’s daughter Scarlett, 
who attends Coupals Prima¬ 
ry Academy in Haverhill, was 
just four years old when her 
mother was paralysed. 

Toni said: “I just want to be 
able to pick her up if she falls 
or give her a cuddle if she’s 
not feeling well.” 

Toni has already attended 
two sessions at Prime Physio 
in Melbourn, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

She said: “They said they 
don’t give false hope, but 
they told me they would get 


me to the point where I can 
feed myself again. 

“At the moment I’m para¬ 
lysed from the neck down -1 
have to depend on carers to 
do literally everything.” 

She says the sessions have 
already helped her loosen 
up in her arms. But at more 
than £80 a session they come 
at a financial cost. 

Toni’s friend Fiona Brittain 
has set up a JustGiving page 
to raise the funds to help pay 
for the physio. 

Toni said: “I am going 
to have to go for years and 
years. If I can raise as much 
money as possible, I can 
have as many sessions as 
possible - every little helps.” 

Toni, who now lives in 
Brockley outside Bury St 
Edmunds, has set up a Fa¬ 
cebook page called “My 
Journey To Recovery” where 
she is posting details of her 
physio sessions.

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Could you spot a 
subtle brain injury 


Hannah Clarke, a 
Lawyer at Ashtons 
Legal, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 



Many people cannot, and when this 
includes medical practitioners, it 
can cause extra problems 
for sufferers in the longer term. 
Hannah Clarke, a personal injury 
solicitor at Ashtons, explains. 

Statistics shared by the charity Headway 
for 2013/14 revealed 956 hospital 
admissions in the UK for Acquired Brain 
Injury (ABI) every day and a further 445 
admissions daily for head injuries. 

While some instances of brain injury are 
obvious, others are not. As a lawyer, it 
surprises me how often I see people who 
have an actual or potential minor traumatic 
brain injury (MTBI) which has been 
overlooked or not properly investigated by 
the medical practitioner caring for them. 
They are then potentially expected to make 
a full recovery from what are perceived to 
be superficial head injuries, whereas in fact 
their brain function is permanently impaired 
in a life-changing way. 

There are a range of symptoms which 
might indicate MTBI including: Post 
Traumatic Amnesia; visible head injury; 
loss of consciousness at the time of the 
accident; persistent headaches; impaired 
short term memory, concentration and 
change in character; affected hearing, 
smell or taste; needing excessive sleep; 
obsessive compulsive traits; alcohol 
intolerance; disinterest in former hobbies; 
difficulty retrieving words. 

Combinations of these symptoms can be 
very debilitating and will affect quality of 
life, earning ability and need for care in the 
future. 

All too often, unfortunately, the symptoms 
are overlooked and a compensation 
settlement is agreed which solely reflects 
any accompanying short-term injuries such 
as whiplash, or, cuts, or broken bones. In 
one case a Client came to us for a second 
opinion having been encouraged to accept 
a £50k settlement. Having obtained further 
medical evidence and proven the existence 
of a MTBI we secured a £1.2m settlement 
to fund the client’s long term care. 

Family members see each other’s changes 
in behaviour on an ongoing basis whereas 
medical appointments are brief. If you think 
symptoms of MTBI are being missed, you 
should flag this up direct to your medic and 
through your lawyer if you are bringing a 
compensation claim.

Unpopular plan for 95-home development rejected 


A PROPOSAL to build 95 homes in a village 
near Haverhill has been rejected. 

Villagers in Steeple Bumpstead, where 
Gladman Developments had been hoping 
to build the homes, have been campaigning 
against the development. 

On Tuesday Braintree District Council's 
planning committee voted to reject the 
application after hearing representations 
from campaign group Hands Off Steeple 
Bumpstead and the village's parish council. 

Chair of Hands Off Steeple Bumpstead, 


Ian Mackenzie, said: "We believe in new 
homes for the village but in the right 
numbers and in the right place. 

"We have the village with us and we 
are determined to fight as hard and for as 
long as it takes to stop this development 
permanently." 

A Braintree District Council officer's 
report on the application recommended that 
it should be rejected. 

It said that the development would have 
an "adverse impact" on the character and 


landscape of the village, and that lack 
of transport links meant cars were the 
only transport option available making it 
unsustainable. 

Gladman could still launch an appeal 
against Braintree's decision. Mr Mackenzie 
said Hands Off Steeple Bumpstead would 
fight any appeal. 

The work of the campaign group has seen 
more than 300 letters of objection sent 
from residents to the council regarding the 
planning application.

Remembering 
the brave men 
of the Somme 


A SERIES of moving events 
were held on Friday as 
Haverhill remembered one 
of Britain’s most devastat¬ 
ing battles. 

The Battle of the Somme 
began on fuly 1, 1916, and 
ran until November 18 that 
year. 

To mark the centenary, 
a wall of 20,000 poppies - 
representing each of the 
men who died on the first 
day of the battle alone - has 
been unveiled in St Mary’s 
Churchyard in Haverhill’s 
market square. 

The poppies were made 
by students at Castle Manor 
Academy, Churchill Special 
Free School and the Keding- 
ton Guide Rangers. 

Students and Guides 
attended a ceremony at 
9.30am on Friday when the 
wall was officially unveiled. 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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Mayor David Roach at¬ 
tended and a service was 
conducted by the Rev 
Canon Graham Owen with 
speeches from Royal British 
Region representatives. 

Afterwards, the Somme 
commemoration inside the 
church was opened. This 
included panels of histori¬ 
cal information and flower 
arrangements in tribute 
to each of the 22 Haverhill 
men who died in the battle. 

This was part of a day of 
events organised by the 
Haverhill branch of the 
Royal British Region with 
support from the Haverhill 
Family History Group and 
Haverhill Town Council. 


The day began at 7.30am 
with a whistle-blowing cer¬ 
emony in Haverhill cem¬ 
etery. 

Whistles were blown in 
sequence in an imitation 
of the whistles blown one 
after another along the line 
of trenches on the morning 
the Somme began. 

Alan Bumpstead, of the 
Haverhill RBF, said that 
around 30 members of the 
public turned up for this 
event. He said that one 
man had brought a whistle 
from 1915 which may well 
have been used during the 
Somme itself. 

A two-minute silence was 
held at the cemetery, fol¬ 
lowed by the reading of a 
diary entry about the first 
day of the Somme and the 
names of the 22 Haverhill 
men who lost their lives.

Gift sees ship’s painting 
travelling the high seas

A PAINTING which had been 
hanging in a Haverhill home 
for decades is now travel¬ 
ling around the world on a US 
Coastguard ship. 

The painting was donated to 
the crew of the USCGC Eagle 
by Rob Maidment, who lives in 
Boyton Hall, off Ann Suckling 
Lane, in Haverhill. 

Two paintings of the Eagle - 
then known as the Horst Wes- 
sel - were bought by Mr Maid- 
ment’s father Moris in 1945 
while he was serving as a town 
major in Kiel Harbour, Germa¬ 
ny. 

The German-made ship, 
painted by the artist Robert 
Schmidt, was given to the USA 
in 1946. 

Since then it has been the US 
Coastguard’s training ship, tak¬ 
ing cadets around the world 
every summer to prepare them 
for a life in the coastguard. The 
huge vessel has 45 metre masts 
and 2,000 square metres of sail. 

The two paintings travelled 


with Moris Maidment to South 
Africa after the war. Since 1978 
they have been hanging in his 
son’s office at his Haverhill 
home. 

Mr Maidment said: “With¬ 
out the internet it would never 
have happened. It literally was 
last year that I researched it. I 
just had some time, looked at 
the picture in the office and 
thought: T wonder if I can trace 
it’.” 

Through internet research he 
found out what had happened 
to the ship and managed to get 
in contact with its captain, Mat¬ 
thew Meilstrup. 

Mr Maidment said: “We as a 
family decided we would do¬ 
nate the better of the two pic¬ 
tures to the crew. They are de¬ 
lighted with it.” 

The Eagle docked in London 
on fune 9 and Mr Maidment 
was able to visit the ship in per¬ 
son to hand over the painting. 

A document telling the story 
of the paintings has been at¬ 
tached to the back of each art¬ 
work and signed by Mr Maid¬ 
ment and Captain Meilstrup.

A DEVELOPMENT which resi¬ 
dents say could pose a danger to 
child safety is set to be consid¬ 
ered today. 

The application for 30 new 
homes on land adjacent to Brick¬ 
fields Drive, Haverhill, is set to be 
discussed by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

Residents and the town council 
have expressed concern that an 
increase in the number of cars in 
the area could endanger children 
as they go out to play. 

One resident wrote: “Brick¬ 
fields Drive is currently occupied 
by young families with young 
children who spend regular sum¬ 
mer evening playing ‘out the 
front’. 

“This pleasant lifestyle would 
be absolutely ruined with the 
constant flow of traffic that 
would be coming in and out of 
Brickfields Drive. 

“The constant worry for child 
safety will ruin the safe environ¬ 
ment we feel we have created 
here in Brickfields Drive.” 

Another added: “With poten¬ 
tially an additional 30-60 cars 
coming down from the new de¬ 
velopment it would be an ac¬ 
cident waiting to happen, in all 
likelihood involving a child.” 

Suffolk Highways has also 
raised concerns that increased 
parking near a Brickfields Drive 
junction could be dangerous. 

The highways authority agrees 
with residents’ concerns that 
motorists would use Brickfields 
Drive as a short cut. 

The highways authority has

proposed a traffic regulation or¬ 
der should be implemented to 
deal with the parking, and a traf¬ 
fic management scheme to dis¬ 
courage drivers from using the 
road as a short cut. 

Officers at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council have recom¬ 
mended that councillors approve 
the scheme, provided contribu¬ 
tions to the community are made. 
This would include £10,000 for 
the traffic regulation order pro¬ 
cess, £97,448 for primary educa¬ 
tion and £35,000 for facilities at 
the Hales Barn Road play area. 

The site where the develop¬ 
ment would be built is set to be 
bordered by the proposed North 
West relief road. 

Planning officers suggest that 
the Brickfields Drive develop¬ 
ment should not be started un¬ 
til work has begun on the relief 
road. 

The relief road was granted 
planning permission in March 
last year. 

The intention is to reduce pres¬ 
sure on town centre roads as 
population increases when 3,600 
homes are built on the North 
West Haverhill and Great Wilsey 
park developments.

BEHIND THE WHEEL: Moral dilemma of the upcoming motoring era? 


D ECISIONS decisions - with the 
advancement of autonomous 
technology, the cars we drive 
could be making choices every day 
about which lane to be in, how fast 
to travel, and which route to take 
home. 

But what happens in the event of 
a potential accident? What happens 
if a car is faced with the option 
of saving itself and its occupants, 
knowing the only way to do this 
might be to hit a pedestrian? 

Or - it could avoid the pedestrian 
but put its driver and passengers 
at risk by swerving into oncoming 
traffic? 

It's an interesting question and 
one that has been the subject of a 
new study. 

Top-selling journal Science 
published its findings, based on a 
survey of 1,928 US residents, in a 
report named 'The Social Dilemma 
of Autonomous Vehicles'. 

The study showed most people 
think an autonomous vehicle (AV) 
should sacrifice its passengers to 
minimise harm in an emergency, by 


doing things like swerving to avoid a 
group of pedestrians. 

However, the subjects also said 
they would rather be a passenger 


in an autonomous vehicle that 
protected them no matter what, 
even if it meant putting other 
motorists or pedestrians at risk. 


The study, authored by Jean- 
Francois Bonnefon, Azim Shariff and 
lyad Rahwan said: "Autonomous 
vehicles should reduce traffic 
accidents, but they will sometimes 
have to choose between two evils, 
such as running over pedestrians 
or sacrificing themselves and their 
passenger to save the pedestrians. 

"We found that participants in six 
Amazon Mechanical Turk studies 
approved of utilitarian AVs (that is, 
AVs that sacrifice their passengers 
for the greater good) and would like 
others to buy them, but they would 
themselves prefer to ride in AVs that 
protect their passengers at all costs." 

The study also showed that 
respondents did not approve of 
regulations which made self-sacrifice 
mandatory, and that such regulations 
would make them less inclined to 
purchase an AV. 

The study highlights an interesting 
moral dilemma surrounding the 
development of AVs - one that will 
need to be solved before they can 
enter the mainstream market en 
masse.

‘All lane running’ term 
for motorway plans 

PLANS to convert more hard 
shoulders into permanent driving 
lanes to ease congestion should 
be scrapped amid safety fears, 

MPs have recommended. 

The Government intends to 
expand motorway capacity by 
converting hundreds of miles of 
hard shoulder into permanent 
lanes, known as All lane running'. 

But an inquiry by MPs on 
the Commons Transport Select 
Committee concluded the plan is 
too dangerous and has not been 
properly considered. 

Current 'smart motorway' 
schemes have only used the hard 
shoulder at peak times or to deal 
with congestion.The new plans 
would permanently convert hard 
shoulders into traffic lanes to 
increase capacity, with a 60 per 
cent increase in motorway traffic 
forecasted by 2040. 

Opening up hard shoulders to 
traffic is seen as a cheaper and less 
disruptive alternative to widening 
motorways with extra lanes.

Spokesman Simon Williams said: "Despite 
the dramatic fall in strength of the pound in the 
aftermath of Britain's referendum vote to leave 
the EU, there has not been as big an effect on 
wholesale fuel prices as might have been expected. 



ON THE WAY UP: But only slightly 

"This means forecourt prices may only rise 
slightly in the next week or so." 

He explained this was due to the price of crude 
oil falling amid fears of weaker global demand, 


softening the effect on wholesale fuel prices. 

Williams said if the barrel price had remained 
constant, the falling pound would have caused 
wholesale fuel prices to increase sharply. 

"In early June, the price of crude oil rose to 50 
US dollars - a figure not seen since October last 
year, and at the time of the referendum was just 
under 49 US dollars. 

"However, on Monday the barrel price dropped 
to 45.88 US dollars. This 6 per cent reduction 
since last Thursday has softened the impact 
on wholesale fuel of the 11 per cent fall in the 
strength of the pound against the dollar," Williams 
explained. 

He is expecting forecourt prices to rise by a 
penny or two from the current petrol and diesel 
prices of 112p a litre. 

Williams said: "No doubt there will be more 
volatility in the coming weeks, but for the time 
being at least, motorists should not see an impact 
on the cost of filling up."
